A lip 48 at the bottom 3^of the housing 14 provide for a 
manually removable protective cap 60 used to protect, the cattridge from contamination or 
damage to the plunger 16. The housing 14 may be made in a clamshell or disassembled manner 
for easy withdrawal.
